The Bulletin is a companion serial to the Journal of 
Morplwlogy, and is designed for shorter contributions in animal 
morphology and general biology, with no illustrations beyond 
text-figures. The Bulletin will provide the advantages 
hitherto best represented in the smaller German serials, such 
as the Anatomische Anzeiger. 

There will be at least six numbers a year of about fifty 
pages each, form and style to be the same as the Journal of 
Morphology, so that articles in whole or in part can be trans- 
ferred in case of need. 

Contributors will receive one hundred reprints of their 
papers without charge. Additional reprints will be furnished 
at reasonable rates. 

The Bulletin will differ from its German prototypes 
chiefly in excluding, at least for the present, bibliographical 
lists. Its contents will consist wholly of scientific communi- 
cations. In the effort to meet the demand for early publication, 
it is hoped that this journal will deserve the hearty and prompt 
support of American zoologists. 

The editorial work will be directed by C. O. Whitman and 
W. M. Wheeler, assisted by a number of collaborators, whose 
names will appear on the title-page.
